PRODUCTION AT MAXIMUM 


Price Situation Retains Most of Its 


Old Strength—Cotton Lost Ad- 
vance on Neill’s Estimate. 


New York, August 18.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

“The trade situation gathers strength as 
stmmer wanes. Reports of expanding 
fall demand arrive, accompanied by very 
cheerful evidences as to the outlook tn 
most parts of the country. In manufact- 
uring lines, production appears to be at 
& maximum and the price situation re- 
tains most of its old strength. Notable 
in the matter of added strength are most 
of the cereals and iron and steel in many 
forms. 

“The impetus given to wheat prices by 
the government report last week has 
been further re-enforced by less favorable 
crop advices from other countries—nota- 
bly, India, and export business is reported 
somewhat improved. 

“Advices as to the corn crop are ‘still 
as favorable as ever, some states—notably 
\ansas—reporting phenomenally large 
yields. 

“Judging from numerous reports, the 
scarcity of supplies of iron and stee! js 
becoming increasingly serious, supplies of 
structural and shipbullding material be- 
Ing reported inadequate at a number of 
points. There is an appearance of quiet 
at eastern markets not shared in, how- 
ever, by western centers, where snies 
are reported large and price advances 
numerous. The question of outlook as to 
prices seems to be largely transferred to 
next year, and liberal bookings are re- 
ported for the first quarter of 1900, with 
some southern engagements reported run- 
ning as far ahead as autumn a year from 
now. 

“A notable exception to the general 
Strength to prices is found tn raw cotton, 
Which has disregarded almost unanimous 
reports of crop deterioration and lost all 
of last week's advance, owing to the issu- 
ance of a bearish crop estimate which. 
from the present outlook at least, seems 
very heavy and at the ‘east prematurely 
issued. 

“The strength of the cotton goods mar- 
ket is maintained. though advances are 
few os yet, and a scarcity of supplies of 
Staple is reported, 

“In woolen goods orders for lightweight 
men’s wear foods continue heavy, and 
raw wool, though less active, is no less 
firm, and high grades are particularly 
well held.
